Festival Comes Early 

Dates oliosen for the Festival are 
two to three weeks earlier than those 
of |oiHl years. '1 his was thouRht ad¬ 
visable heeause of the early season this 
year. Messrs. Ward and FelRate re¬ 
ported that voRetation is at least a 
month aheait of its eondition at this 
time last year, due to early rains, ali- 
seiaa of frosts or other hiinlrani'os. 

The I’oinpara I i vidy short lime hit 
heforo the festival dates makes it noe- 
t.ss.iry that sneh preiiarations as re¬ 
main to lie made for exhibits must be 
hurried in ever.v way possible. All 
Hierra Madre ri'sidents are iirRod to 
keep Hie dates in mind and try to 
have some kind of plants, fruit. veRo- 
tahles or llowers in eondition for ex¬ 
hibition when the tiliii* eomes. 

To Ask Contributions 

.Vlessrs. Hawks. W ebster, SteinherR- 
er anil .Mason were idiosen by the eom- 
ndttee to Invite I'ontrlhutions to tho 
Festival fund. It was deeided to is¬ 
sue two season tiekets with eaeh live 
dollars siihseribed. 

In view of till' si/.e of the didit yet 
liaiiRiliR over the i-ltih house the niem- 
hers of the Woman's eluh did not feel 
they eoiild undertake the risk Involved 
In holtliiiR Ih'e Festival unless they had 
SUbseri|>tlons eiilial to the aliioiint ot 
exiieiisi' involved, vv hieh iirri eRates aii- 
proximately fiKih. This fund will in- 
eltide the usual a |)propria lions from 
the Hoard of Trade and the eity. No 
dllTleiilty is exiM eted in raisiiiR the rc- 
maininR amount, in view of the idan of 
RivliiR seiKson tiekets with siibseriii- 
tlons. Ill fait, aeeordiliR to .Mrs. Isiw- 
it ss. who diseussi'd tin* mattiU' on Wed¬ 
nesday, there is no desire to ro ahead 
with the enterprise unless what is 
Riven is Riven I'lieerfully. 

Co-operation Urged 

To make the fourth Festival the best 
on reeord is the eiithuslastie purpose 
il the exeeiitive eonnniltee. To this 
led the eo-o|)eri(tion of all eitl/.i-ns of 
Sierra .Madre is urRed. There will bo 
endh ss tasks neeitinR the ludp of oth¬ 
ers than eoinmittee members and all 
who believe in the tlower festival Idea 
lire urRed to hold tliemselves in readi¬ 
ness for eidls to lielii. In the matter 
of exliihlls tlie eo-operalioii of a Rreat 
liiinilier of people is alisoliitely essen¬ 
tial. Tile exeeutive ean ro to Rreat 
pains and ex|iense in lUeparinR deeora- 
lions and eiitertainnienl features, liut 
VVitliout Hie aid of I'lllzelis who liave 
material for exhibits tlie llrst inirposo 
of the festival wamld fail. 

All eltly.i'iis of Sierra .Madre ean help 
advertise tlie event. This lias eome to 
he Hierra Miidre's Rreat event of the 
year. Hie lime wlieii the atti-ntion of 
tlie outside world is demanded with 
every rlRlil. The advertisiiiR value of 
the festival de|iends laiRely upon tho 
nimdier of outsiders hrmiRlilf here to 
see Hip tlower show and who are In- 
rldenlally Riven n elianee to see Hierra 
Madre. The auto ride of Iasi year, 
when hundreds of visitors were tnken 
for a seeiiio drive iihout town was a 
valuable featiiro and will lie repeated. 

Within a week tlie eoniiiilttee will 
have prejiared for disirlbullon a i|uan- 
llty of adverllHiiiR folders, eommerelal 
envelolies and posteiirds, tile latter sell-

.'date, is told hy W. Tenny, slate 
school inspector of .Montana, in a ril- 
rii-seliool circular just Issued hy the 
I'nited Stales Hureaii of Fduealion. 
Here is Mr, Teimy's story of how 
'ra/.y .Mountain .Seliool did its |iarl in 
rui"i 1 liel lermeiil: 

I'razy .Mountain seliooltio ise is a 
111x12 sliaek, wltli a roof wliieh slants 
hut one way and is eovered with Idaek 
tar papi r. I’raeks in tlie Moor were 
so liiR that pi iieil.'i easily fell IhreiiRli 
Hiem. Till' only li«ht tliat enme in 
lias from three tin.v windows, two in 
the rear and one on tlie left. Tlie liole 
e !• throi Rli tile ro if to ai'i'oinmodatp 
the stovepipe was so larRi* that wlieli 
il rallied the water ran into tile stove 
iml put out Hie lire, llain also heat in 
at tilt' door, w liicli , was lield shut liy 
a eliain hooked over a nail. The desks 
were liorrowed from a nelRlihoritiR 
SI hold wliieh had thrown tlieiii .away 
as ii.sele.ss. 'file seats wa're lield up iiy 
slicks of Wood, unless a pupil was 
fortunate eimuRli to lind a laix of lln- 
riRlil sb'e to use as an indlvid'ial 
eliiiir. iind tlie teacher's desk was a 
plank nailed to two slhks and Set 
iRaliisI the wall. 

Into tills seliool last sjiriiiR came 
•Miss .\nReline Farker. as teiielier. and 
nine luipils. represeiilitiR four diffenni 
families. .Mihoiish llii- wialher wa.s 
dam|i, for the llrst three weeks they 
liad mi lire. .Most of Hie pupils had mi 
liiioks. Hal leaelier and pupils wenf 
10 wor’K to do ttie liest tiley could 
with what they had and to Ret lietter 
L'lpiipmer.t as fast as they eould. 

1 me day a pri iiiinni list of the .Mon¬ 
tana Htale Fair, wliieh Is held at Hel¬ 
ena eacli year, came to tills little 
seliool. Itotli teacher and pii|iils lie- 
Ran to read to see wiiat tlieru was 
they eould do. "Hest klnderRarteii 
work:" lliey knew tiny eould not do 
that. "Hest shop work;" that sounded 
I'Ven more hoiieless. "Hest colleclloii 
of wild llowers, pressed and nioimted, 
willi a deserliitloii of live;" every- 
hody shouted: "Of eoui'se we eanl" 
and the race was on. 

Tilt .Mexican etiildren who live Tar 
111 ) on tile mountain idiieked the llow¬ 
ers lielonRinR to the hlRlier altitudes, 
wliile tile rest liroiiRlU in those peeiil- 
inr to tlie lowlands and meadows. At 
seliool the llowers were pliU'ed in the 
texthooks and inaRa'zlnes, and in the 
ahsenee of a llinver press I lie boys and 
zirls would sit on Hiem. .VI boine tlie 
Ihiwers wire put in liooks under the 
lieiivlest welRtils that eould tie found 
>ne lioy pliieed two sacks of Hour j 
on llie liooks, anollier a tool chest, 
wliile a third said the luaviest ttiliiR 
he eould lind was the larRe "Inieket" 
in which Ills fatlier earried the feed 
to tile idRS, The Rlrls resorted to 
just as lIiReiiious 1 xpedlents, iitlliziiiR 
Hunks, liiireaus, and even one Icr of 
a lied ill which adults wi r«' sleepliiR, 
in order Hiat the neiessary amount of 
pressure iiiiRtil be ohlalned.

^ foot, the tree Inserted, and the tool is 
then thrust forcibly into the ground. 
A lever at the top of the handle Is 
then twisted to open the blades, and 
the implement is screwed around In 
the hole until the soil is pulverized. 
The planter is then withdrawn, leav¬ 
ing the cultivated earth packetl around 
the roots of the plant. 

Experiments made by the United 
States forest service have shown that 
one man with this tool can plant Qfty 
small trees In thirty-dve minutes. 

NEW IDEA IN INK ERASERS. 

Brush of Mineral Fibers That Is Dura¬ 
ble and Efficient. 

Ink erasers needliuprovement. Knives 
cut and scrapers roughen the surface 
of paper; rubber mixed with powdered 
glass or sand wears thniiigli and Is 
apt to tear the paper, while chemicals 
discolor the paper .and obliterate ruled 
lines ns well as the letters or llgures 
they are applied to. A Syracuse in¬ 
ventor proceeds on a dllTcrcnt princi¬ 
ple and with success, says the Sclen- 
tlllc Amerlcnn. 

The eraser he iierfectcd consists of 
a brush made of especially prei>ared 
mineral libers and containing no lt*ss 
than 4.0(K) strands each. .-Vs the brush 
is only one-ciglith of an Inch thick and 
thrce-elgiitlis of an inch wide, it will 
he understood that ciicli of the -i.tItK) 
strands of liber Is exceedingly tenuous, 
hut they give to each luiisli Just H.lKkl 
microscopic. (IhinioiiiMIke points of pe 
ctillar sharpness, and together they 
form an erasing edge that is llexlhle. 
durahle and e.xlremtdy elllcleiil The 
tiriishes are not made of asbestos or 
mineral wool but of a substanee more 
like spun glass. 

Each brush is two Inches long and 
is eontained in a tuhe of aluminium 
ami Germiiiv silver that Is three and 
three-ipiiirteis Inches long and three- 
elghtlis of ail Inch in diameter, 'I'urn 
Ing a (ierman silver eap on the end 
of the tilin' iiiovt's the lirusli in or out 
as rei|uirwl. 

F>pwlally well adapted is the new 
eraser for removing single written or 
typed letters and llgures froni a line 
or eoluuiii neatly and without atTist- 
liig the adjoliilMg marks, and It leaves 
the place of the letter or tigure tit for 
use again without danger of hlurriug 
or blotting. 

' REPAIRING A CRANK PIN. 

Simple and Ingenious Method of In- 
creaeing Diameter. 

A crank |iin was found to Ih' coiisld 
eralily out of true and to turn It uii 
would necessitate the making of a new 
coniu>etliig rod and brass, so it was de- 
eliUsl lo lildid the (liiMe u|) to lit the 
bra.sses lii the old eoniieellng rtMi, This 
■X'lis aeeompllslied as follows: The 
•rank pin was eeiilered as aeetirafely 
IS |)()ssllile In a lathe and a roundtsi 
end threading timl iisisl to eat a groove 
spirally on the sm-fiiee of the pin. The 
groove was not ent deep, and the feed 
was set for a large thread so that 
about one-tidrty st*eoiid of an Inch was 
■eft hetwtH'ii nuns. 

One end of ii pliH-e of steel wire was 
then lirazed to tlie pin and tightly 
wound around it in the spiral grogivo. 
The wire was of such size lluit It tilled 
tile groove and lilted snugly against 
tile preceding turn. When tlie whole 
pin hmi been wound tlie wire was 
braztsl, and the pin was then turned In 
a lathe lo the proper diameter. Wheu 
eompleteil the surface of the pin was 
perfectly smooth, and It was almost 
Impossible to detis-t that It had t>eeu 
wound with wire. — I’ojiular Mer'hanlcs. 

Brush For Acid Cleaning. 

A good brush for applying acid to 
articles for soldering can lie made of a 
piece of small copper pipe for the hau- 
die and tine eopiier wire for the brash. ! 
To make the brush part take a pltvo | 
of canlboard about one and one-<iuar- i 
ter Inehes wide and wind several turns 
of No. ‘2S gauge copper wire around It. I 
then remove the coil. Insert about oivo- ! 
half Inch of It In the pipe and llattec 1 
the hitter to hold the wire, flip the ; 
ends of the wire, and a brush will he j 
had that ordinary acids will not alTect. 
If otdy It short piece of jiipe Is availa¬ 
ble It can he used as a ferrule-and s 
handle made of wire or wood. 

A Shellac Cemant. 

As shellac Is the basis of almost »!' 
(x'luent, a gisid cement can be math* 
by fhlckenltig shellac varnish with dr*' 
white lend. The two may he worV'Awl 
together on a ple<-e of glass with • 
putty knife.
